PROCLAMATION. 


Brack Laws.—By au hority vested in me as 
Chairman of the Executive Qommittee of Kansas 
Territory, I do hereby proclaim that the qualified 
electors of said Territory will, on the lath day of 
December, A. D. 1855, express their approval or 
disapproval of the passage of laws by the General 
Assembly providing for the exclusion of free ne- 
groes from the State of Kansas, in the following 
manner: by voting at the said election a written 
or printed ticket labled “Exclusion of Negroes and 
Mulattoes. Yes or No;” those in favor voting 
“Yes,” and those against “No.” The result of 
such vote to operate as instructions to the first Gen- 
eral Assembly upon thatsubject. The said votes 
to be received by the same judges, and the elec- 
tion conducted as provided in the proclamation of 
even date herewith, in reference to the Constitution 
and General Banking Laws. 


Given under my hand at the office of the executive 
Committee of Kansas Territory, at Topeka, this 
24th day of November, AY D. 1855.

Isit nota sort of 
justification of the everlasting fear of the enemies 
of slavery, that we have no confidence in the sta- 
bility of our institutions, and no trust in the loyal- 
ty of our servile population ? 

“Yet we do not believe that there is on the face 
of the earth a dependant population more trusted 
or more worthy to be trusted thea the slaves of 
South Carolina. Why should we, thea counter- 
feit fears that nobody realy entertains? Why en- 
force harsh laws, where the harshness is equally 
repugnant to these who suffer and to these who 
witness the infliction ? To coynterfeit fear ought 
certainly te be the last resort of a brave and mag- 
nanimous people.”

Although conscious of their inability to heal ad- 
mitted and palpable social evils of their own, and 
which are completely within their jurisdiction, 
they engage inthe offensive and hopcless underta- 
king of returming the domestic institutions of oth- 
er States wholly beyond their control and authori- 
ty. In the vain pursuit of ends by them entirely 
unattainable, and which they may not legally at- 
tempt to compass, they peril the very existence of 
the Constitution, and ail the countiess benefits 
which it has conferred. While the people of the 
Southern States confine their attention to their own 
affairs, not presuming officiously to intermeddle 
with the social institutions of the Northern States, 
too many of the inhabitants of the latter are per- 
manently organized in associations to inflict injury 
on the former by wrongful acts, which would be 
cause of war as between foreign Powers, and only 
fail to be suck in our system because perpetrated 
under covert of the Union.
